It i3 not well to put too much confi- 


dence in reports of thjskiud, or to build 
railroads on paper, but it bus been 
known for some time that the Chicago 
and Northwestern waa ambitious to 
have a transcontinental line, anil that it 
was moving westward all the time, aud 
certainly such a connection as hns been 
mentioned is within tha bonmlu of pos- 
sibility, if nothing more. There would 
ba no difficulty of any monifiBt, it is 
understood, in crossing Califovnia, and 
the Be'ckwith pass has long been known 
as available for railroad purposes. 


It would be alitile singular if the first 


competing road should ooroe iu from 
the north, when there hns been so much 
talk about terminal points and water 
front privileges in almost every other 
direction; but if it should it would only 
go to show that railroads can keep their 
own counsel and that they do not deem 
it wise to take the public into their 
confidence too early. 


Senator Allison spoke in the Senate 


Tuesday on the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill and deprecated the action oj 
the House in catting down the appro- 
priations made by the Senate, especially 
in rftgard to public building appropria- 
tions. 
Ho said the House was so per- 


sistent iu this reduction scheme that the 
Senate confcrrees had to agree to allow 
the appropriations for buildings costing 
$100,000 or more to be cut clown one- 
half. 
Mr. Allison was indignant that 


$100,000 suma for buildings in South- 
[iern villages, could be railroaded through 
Congress and pass the sorntiny of the 
President, and yet a city like Sioux 
City, Iowa, with 30,000 paople, must 
have no building and a veto message 
from the President, sneering in tone 
and udignified in character, should be 
rejected against a bill for such a pur- 
pone. He referred to items in detail 
that the House would not allow to re- 
main in this bill, and said that an ap- 
propriation oi $100,000 for a survey of 
the Mexican boundary ought to remain, 
as all of the boundary marks have gone, 
thus placing the boundary in dispute, 
He said that the Senate, in making any 
appropriation, consulted the Cabinet 
Ministers about that which came under 
their department, but the House cut 
down here and there acid attached ap- 
propriations for unauthorized purposes, 
which made up for any reductions.

this you begin to think that my reputa- 
tion for punctuality in letter writing is 
all a myth; well, old fellow, business 
has been so great in supplying our Ne- 
vada people with campaign reading 
matter, that I have hardly bad time to 
myself.

ment timbers, in and about Eureka, has 
stirred up some feeling here!

Information Demanded by tho Sen. 


aiors From Nevada. 


WASHINGTON, August 27th.—Senator 


Stewart called up his resolution to-day 
calling on ths Secretary of the Interior 
for information upon which Commis- 
sioner Stockslager based his letter to 
the Democratic members ot the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and his vari- 
ous publications in the New York Her- 
ald, charging that Senator Stewart's 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill in 
regard to the cutting of timber was de- 
signed to prevent the Government from 
receiving large Bums of money from the 
Eureka end Richmond mining compa- 
nies, of Eureka, Nev., and other cor- 
porations. 


It may be remembered that Senator 


Stewart's amendment was a very simple 
affair, and that it is iu the following 
words: 


That no part of the money appropri- 


ated by this aot shall be used in the in- 
vestigation or prosecution of any person 
in the mining regions of the tlnited 
States for cutting for mining or domes- 
tic purposes scrubby timber never to be 
sawed or hewed into lumber of commer- 
cial value. 


Btookslager ia his various communi- 


cations declared that the amendment 
would prevent tho prosecution of rail- 
roads and other rich corporations for 
clearing our public lands of timber. 
Senator Stewart shoved that the amend- 
ment could have ao such effect in pre- 
venting the prosecution of railroads and 
other corporations for cutting timber 
that could be made of commercial value 
by being sawed or hewed. It was con- 
fined to scrubby timber of no commer- 
cial value, and only for the purposes 
mentioned. 


Senator Stewart denounced the Com- 


missioner for prosecuting the people in 
bis State for cutting timber in the min- 
ing regions for mining or domestic pur- 
poses, and charged that to do so was 
legal and proper under the felling law 
passed by Congress in 1878: 


That all citizens of the United States 


and persons boua fide residents in the 
States of Colorado and Nevada and 
others of the Territories of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Dakota, tJtah, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and Idaho, and other mineral dis- 
tricts of the United States, shall and are 
hereby authorized and permitted|to re- 
move for mining or domestic purposes 
lumber or timber trees from the public 
lands, such as scrubby timber of no 
commercial value, in any part of said 
States and Territories of the United 
btateS of which said citizen, is a bou.i 
fide resident, subject to such rules aud 
regulations which the Secretary has 
provided, etc. 


Stewart charged that the proposed 


prosecution of the miners in his State 
would not be a success, and the whole 
scheme was for the purpose of black- 
mailing the Richmond and Eureka Min- 
ing Company, of Eureka, and that he 
did not believe any responsible citizen 
of Nevada had undertaken to give tes- 
timony to furnish information justify- 
ing the prosecution; that the object of 
his resolution is to know who are the 
parties investigating this blackmail. 


Senator Jones warmly advocated the 


resolution calling for information and 
declared that the law above quoted was 
for the express purpose of permitting 
miners to supply themselves with fuel 
in mining regions, and that the wood 
generally cut by them would never be 
used by them if the mines had not I p a 
discovered; that it was essential to min- 
ing and the proposed prosecution wos 
an outrage that ought to be stopped at 
once. The resolution was adopted. 


A SUBMARINE WONDEIt. 


.lilies Verne's Conception of the 


Nnutlliui Being; Realized. 


PARIS, Aug. 29.—A vessel has been 


invented that promises to revolutionize 
naval warfare. The vessel is designed 
by M. Ramagote, a Government engi- 
neer, and is so constructed as to be 
able to dive with comparative ease and 
safety oeneath the keel of the largest 
ironclad, aud by means of a special ap- 
paratus to fasten explosive cartridges to 
the sides of the enemy's vessel. The 
cartridges are to be exploded by electri- 
city. The vessel is seventeen meters 
long and will ba capable of sinking 
under water to any given depth and 
then to again rise to the surface. Her 
steering is effected by' an ordinary 
rudder working on a double hinge. A 
little cupola is built on her bow. 
The 


cupola is provided with glass windows, 
from which the officer iu command will 
direct the vessel. The entire crew is to 
consist of one officer, two engineers and 
a sailor. The motive-power consists of 
Kreb's electric machine of SQ-horse- 
power. 
Preparations are already being 


made for launching this formidable 
little vessel, and the railway is now be- 
ing laid to convey bar from the arsenal 
to the sea.

WATKBVILLS, Me., August 27.—Three

That idea, 
with the apprehension it creates, has 
finally got into the heads of the Demo- 
cratic leaders. The President and his 
political advisers, who are now trying to 
itifle the furor about free trade and get 
them talking about something els* bo- 
Bide protection,believe their forlorn hope 
was to get up a great scrimmage with 
Canada over tha fisheries question. 


Blaine said ths President conld not 


ssttle the fishery question in an easy, 
rational way when we were suffering 
outrages, but now, at the close of tha 
•eason, he aays: " I want you to pass 
a law that wilt allow me to stop all 
transit trade with Canada'" 
In effect 


the President declares he does not want 
to settle the question right down at 
Portland or at Halifax, bat wants to 
settle it out i i Manitoba, and wants to 
have a disturbance all along the line. 
ThsPreaidant wants to pat courage into 
his Administration and the protective 
tariff out of the minds ol the people, 
but I do not believe Congress will grat- 
ify the President, now that tha fishing 
season is over, and no outrages have 
been committed. The American people 
will direct that the whole question go 
over to the next year. By that time 
there will be a Republican President 
in the White House and a Bepnblican 
Congress in the Capitol, and then we 
will settle the question as it ought to 
ba settled; settled as tho Republican 
patty has always dealt with Great 
Britain iu holding high the dignity 
of the United States, and informing 
Great Britain, as General Grant did 
once in the case of the Alabama claims, 
that the fishery dispute must bo set- 
tled on terms of full equity and justice 
to American fishermen and in accord- 
ance with honor to both nations. Ah,
